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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-7, in the reply filed on October 14, 2005 
is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 2, 3 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2, lines 2-3, the limitation "orientation of the first plastic layer is an angle 
selected between 20 degrees and 70 degrees relative to the core" renders claim 
indefinite since core is made of the paper board and there is no specific reference line 
and/or orientation of the paperboard is provided. Therefore it is not clear how to 
measure selected angle. 

Claim 19, lines 2-3, the phrase "reference direction of the paperboard core" 
renders claim indefinite. Which direction of the paperboard core is considered as a 
reference direction? Clarification and/or correction requested. 
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5. Claim 3 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 3 depends from 
claim 2 which requires orientation of the first plastic layer and orientation of second 
plastic layer cross at 90 degree (i.e. sum of complementary angles). How does the 
limitation "first and second layers cross at an angle of about ninety degrees to one 
another" in claim 3 further limits subject matter of claim 2? It does not. 

6. Claims 1-6 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sidorenko et al (Canadian Patent 989287). 

Sidorenko et al disclose scrim reinforced paper/plastic board comprising 
corrugated paperboard core and to both sides of the core reinforcing scrim is bonded 
using thermoplastic film. The scrim is made of oriented polypropylene tapes, which are 
perpendicular to each other with 0.125 to 0.25 inch spacing between the tapes (Page 9, 
lines 26-30). The claimed orientation of first and second layers is met by comparing 
orientation of tapes of first scrim on one side with the orientation of tapes at 90 degrees 
in the second scrim on other side. Sidorenko et al disclose bonding thermoplastic film 
such as polyethylene, polypropylene etc (Page 6, lines 21-25). Sidorenko et al fail to 
disclose polyethylene tapes for forming the scrim. 
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However given the teaching of Sidorenko et al it would have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the at the time of this invention made to apply scrim such a 
way so tapes form any desired angle in reference to corrugation of the core. 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

8. Receipt of Information Disclosure Statements filed September 19, 2005 and 
October 11, 2005 is acknowledged. All recited documents have been made of record. 
The German document DE 2 423 209 listed on PTO/SB/08a dated September 19, 2005 
has been considered as an equivalent to Canadian Patent 989287 and has been 
considered to the extent of Canadian Patent 989287.
